Street  and  Lexington  Avenue  is  the  School  of 
Applied  Design  for  Women.

Two  blocks  south  of  The  George  Washington  is  Gramercy  Park, 
surrounded  by  the  homes  of  many  old  Knickerbocker  families,  also 
the  National  Arts  and  the  Players  Clubs.
